MOLTING IN THE HENS 


When winter eggs.are desired It In 
very essential to have the hen shed 
her feathers early In the fall, so that 
an entire new coat covers the body 
before the cold weather begins. If the 
molting is delayed, the production of 
new feathers in cold weather is such 
a drain on the vitality of the fowl and 
bo much of the elements of her food 
are needed for the plumage produc¬ 
tion that usually she is not able to 
jroduco eggs before the spring 
months. 

The proper months for molting aro 
August, September and October. If 
molting Is completed during the fall 
months, the hen begins winter in goed 
condition, and if properly housed and 
fed, may produce eggs during the on 
tire winter. 

Many methods have been tried to 
hasten the molting season and thus 
secure more eggs in winter. All meth¬ 
ods are more or less Injurious to the 
fowls, and poultrymen who desire vi¬ 
tality as well as utility stand by Na¬ 
ture's methods for the molting hen. 
The Van Dresser method of promot¬ 
ing an early molt is considered the 
nearest to Nature’s method. “It con¬ 
sists In withholding food, e4ther*wholly 
or In part, for a few days, which stop}* 
egg production, and reduces the 
weight of the fowls, and then feeding 
heavily on a ration suitable for the 
formation of the feathers and general 
building up of the system." 1 

The fowls are kept in small yards 
where nothing but green food and wa¬ 
ter are given them for two weeks. 
After this time they are liberally fed 
a ration rich in protein or nitro¬ 
genous food, which is especially Val¬ 
uable for the growth'of feathers.

rulslng more colts than the less profit¬ 
able farms. The profits from each 
farm could be materially Increased If 
one team on the farm consisted af a 
span of mares, preferably of heavy 
type, and require each mare to pro¬ 
duce a draft colt or mule each year. 

If the date of foa)ing is properly 
timed, the use of the pair of mures 
for farm work is not. Interfered with 
in the least. The work can be done 
with brood mares on the farm as with 
any horse power, and in addition a re 
turii to the farm products of a coll 
■worth from $100 to $125. when one 
year old. The demand for heavy draft 
horses and mules is greater to-day 
than ever before, but the supply can 
not meet the demand, especially of the 
latter. 

The United States government Is 
paying out millions of dollars for drafi 
mules that are produced throughout 
i he different states of the union. Thh 
being true, the farmers can not ufforil 
to produce a colt of the rondsler or 
saddle type, when he can produce n 
draft colt or mule that will demand a 
higher price at the age of one to three 
years.
